part of the underside of the left 
wing blown out; shield of the loop 
antenna destroy ed; trailing antenna 
knocked off; No. 1 turbo-ampllfler 
out. 
McCoy said the first flash of 
lig htning 
apparently 
struck 
the 
plane's wing tip 
A few minutes 
later the crew heard an ex plosion 
like « 7 5-mm cannon’s report. Other 
ex plosions followed. 
"That was only the beg inning ,” 
said McCoy . “ The radio floor was 
burned out 
Air was rushing up 
¡throug h the bottom of the fuselag e, 
as the catnqra doors had been blown 
off. We decided to descent as rap­ 
idly as possible in order to ditch the 
aircraft in case of fire and g '.t out 
of the weather conditions that were 
causing the trouble." 
The plane emerg ed from the storm 
at 1.500 feet. Since it was still fly ­ 
ing , McCoy decided to continue to 
Okinawa, three hours away .

The Second Time Through 
In their insistence that the United States should 
withhold aid to Greece and Turk ey lest it stimulate 
interv ention by others, critics of the proposed policy 
ignore a disturbing similarity. 
. 
During ev ents preceding the outbreak of World 
War II the United States was similarly adv ised 
to 
withhold aid from v arious nations which were seek ­ 
ing it, lest an abandonment of neutrality stimulate a 
showdown with aggressor nations already activ e. 
It is said that the United States should not tak e 
unilateral action to 
help existing 
gov ernments 
in 
Greece and Turk ey' surv iv e pressure brought by Rus­ 
sia because to do so shows contempt for the United 
Nations But it Is nowhere contended that since the 
Sov iet Union already has shown contempt for the 
United Nations by unilateral action elsewhere in the 
Balk ans, the question of precedent has become wholly 
academic. 
The behav ior of gov ernments, lik e the behav ior of 
human beings. Is influenced by experience. Ttie United 
States has had the experience of putting too much 
dependence on moral obligations and dep ndlng. be­ 
yond the point of reason, on the power of its own 
words to bring o£ her gov ernments into line. One of the 
resolutions it made during World War II was nev er to 
be betrayed again by its own wlshiul think ing when 
national security was inv olv ed. 
Those who now believ e there is no choice but to 
bolster Greece and Turk ey against the possibility of 
regimes that would be responsible to Moscow hav e 
reached that conclusion by a hard line of reasoning 
The United States does not seek trouble. It is not in­ 
terested in the ov erthrow of any gov ernment. It is de­ 
v oted to the theory of cooperativ e international secur­ 
ity. if and when its dev otion Is shared by all gov ern­ 
ments. But it Is not minded in 19 47 to be dev oted to 
the theory of cooperativ e security at the expense of 
blinding itself to the obv ious realities of international 
danger. If experience had not taught this nation some­ 
thing useful the second time it became embroiled in a 
world war, American thick -headedness would be as 
extreme as Mussolini, Hitler and the Jupunese war 
lords Reliev ed it was. 


German Federation 
If the proposal of the United States and Great 
Britain for a German federation is approv ed, that 
form of gov ernment will be nothing new for Germany. 
The old German empire, progenitor of Hitler’s 
reich, originally was a confederation of states. 
The 
plan work ed fine, with customs unions and freedom of 
trade, from 1806, when Napoleon Bonaparte disbanded 
the Holy Roman Empire, until the 1848 rev olution, 
when the German assembly dismissed Its parliament 
and elected the King of Prussia as its ruler. 
From then on. Prussia’s star was in the ascendant 
and the other members of the federation became sat­ 
ellites. With Bismarck , the specialist in “realpolitik ” 
and the quick end-around play at quarterback . Aus­ 
tria was block ed out of the play and Prusstanfcm and 
Oerman militarism became synonymous. 
The federation was no more. The King of Prussia 
became the German Kaiser. The first mad scramble 
for "a place in the sun” was on. followed not too long 
afterwards by a bloody bid for 'Tebensraum.’*
